The 1979 World Congress for the Deaf 
will be held in the beautiful Black Sea 
resort city of Varna, Bulgaria, on June 21 
through June 28, 1979. 

In response to many inquiries and 
suggestions the NAD has arranged for two 
specially designed tours for deaf persons 
from the United States, their families, 
teachers and leading deaf officials. 

One is a short tour of 14 days and the 
other is a longer tour of 22 days. 

Both tours will leave J. F. Kennedy 
Airport in New York City in late afternoon, 
June 18 and will arrive in Varna on 
the following day. Both tours will be 
accompanied 24 hours a day by special 
travel representatives, specially selected 


experienced guides and certified interpreters.
